CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


Aveust Tranto, of Holt, Mich., has 
been sentenced to prison for life forthe 
murder of Mrs. Stochal. 

On the 16th Peter Nearchelskie, the 
last of the miners who were entombed in 
the Black Diamond colli-ry at Shamokin, 
Pa., on the 13.h, was rescued in a precari- 
ous cond tion. 

Suit has been begun by Mary Cannon 
of Scranton, Pa., who was maimed and 
disfigured fiom injuries received in the 
Mud Run disaster last October, against 
the Lehigh Valley Railway Company for 
$75,000 damages. 

In the murder case of Guenther, the 
drug clerk of No. 937 Third avenue, New 
York City, who was found dead on the 
morning of March 7, the coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict, on the 16th, finding 
William Krulisch guilty of the crime. 
Krulisch was removed to the Tombs, 

In the Mud Run (Pa.) disaster case, on 
the 16th, the jury returned a verdict ac- 

uitting Flagmao James Hannigan, 

A PRISONER in the Sacramento (Cal.) 
jail named Harry Holmes, who refused 
food for two weeks, was found dead in his 
eellon the 16th. His body was wasted 
to a skeleton. 

A WELL-KXOWN sporting character 
named Andy Maloney was arrested at 
Montreal, Can., on the 16th, charged with 
the larcency of $14,000 worth of jewelry 
from George Van Reiuholtz, a traveler 
for P. W. Ellis & Co., of Toronto. A 
small part of the jewelry was found in 
the safe in Maloney’s gambling room. 

GrorGE Resse, the foreman of the squib 
factory at Plymouth, Pa., where an explo- 
sion recently occurred by which ten per- 
sons were killed, confessed on his death- 
bed that he had caused the explosion. 
He was smoking a pipe in the cellar, when 
a spark from his pipe lighted on a powder 
keg. 

At Harrison City, Pa., on the 16th, 
while a number of men were digging a 
natural-gas trench, Superintendent Irwin 
turned on the gas in the pipe line without 
warning the men. The gas iguited, anda 
terrific explosion followed. Oue man 
named Hogan was killed, and several oth- 
ers jnjured—one probably fatally. 

FIrg, on the 18th, destroyed W. E. Sim- 
mons’ three-story briok block at Brandon, 
Vt., containing four stores, offices, lodge 
rooms anu ihe Masonic Hall. Total loss, 
about $50,009. 

A PLASTERER, named August Crichson, 
fell down tue elevator shaftin the Met- 
ropelitan block at S.oux City, Ia., 
from the seventh story to the base- 
ment, a distance of seventy-six feet. No 
bones were broken, and he may recover. 

At Pound, Wizs., the boiler in Whitney 
& Tuttle’s saw-mill blew up, on the 18th, 
killing August Regel and Oitis Clements 
instantly, aud seriously, if not fatally, 
injuring several others.

Bia Sanpy, Mont., Maroh 19.—This lite 
tle town is rull of excitement over the de- 
velopment of gold mines in the Sweet 
Grass hills, fifty-five miles northwest of 
here. People have juat arrived from the 
hills reporting that miners in the Eclipse 
gulch are making from fifty to eighty dol- 
lars aday. The most of the gold is taken 
out in the placer diggings, but blus ore 
has been struck by several parties in the 
hills, and the country is full of prospect- 
ors from Helena and other mining dis- 
tricts. If the present rush continues, 
straitened times must inevitably re- 
sult, as men from all parts of Montana 
and Dakota are flocking here in great 
numbers without making adequate pro- 
vision for subsistence, Frank Stiles, of 
Chamberlain, 8 D., heads a party of 
gold-seekers who arrived from St. Paul 
yesterday. They will open a mine owned 
by Stiles in East Butte, and all are pre- 
Besiles the gold 
deposits which are the center of interest, 


hill has led to the organization of compa- 
nies, the Brown, Ried & Bell, tie Detroit 
and the Hazel, which are now opening 
mines at East Butte in the hills. Other 
parties are prospecting for this ore, which 
exists ia well-defined leads all through 
this region.

richest placer diggings are at Eclips 

Gulch, in Middle Butte. Silver, copper, 
iron and a fine quality of marble have 
been found, wh le coal is abundant on 
Milk river and Sage Rock, to the east. If 
the present immigration continues, these 
mines will be developed in a short 


time, and prices of food, now at 
the top notch, will go up out of 
sight. Scarcely a man.at the mines 


is getting less than four dollars a day, 
that being the wages paid, but nearly 
every one is prospecting for himself. 
The one great obstacle here is the dis- 
tance from market. There are but two 
lines of railroad here. Dr. Barker, of 
Helena, and a party of Oui» capitalists 
controi a valuable property here,and have 
decided to develop these mines next 
mouth, taking the products to Benton or 
Great Falls. Like everyone else they are 
enthusiastic on gold-findiny, aud nothing

Gordon’s story. This paper, he says, 
contains the statement that Miss Smith 
was in Dr. McDow’s hoise at the ‘ime of 
the shooting; that she heard a pistol- 
shotin the office, foilowed by a fearful 
scream; that she rushed down to the 
office and saw Captain Dawson sitting on 
a chair gasping for breath. He saw her, 
and cried: ‘for God’s sake bring me 
soine water.”? She ran up-stairs for the 
water and when she returned she found 
he door locked and cculd not secure ad- 
mittance. 

The strongest proof of Captain Daw- 
son’s hold upon tne affections of his as- 
sociates was in the bridling of their 
wrath against his slayers. What he 
taught most earnestly and fought for 
most courageously during his lifetime 
wus respect for law aad opp dsition to all 
disorder. When the first whisper ran 
through the multitude gathered in frout 
of the murderer’s hoise that Cantaia 
Dawson’sn dead body was the mystery 
oe ncealed behial those closed blinds, the 
old South Carolina verdict of “lynch 
him” was written in every face. It 
was not the iron bars of the jiil whica 
saved the murderer that night, but the 
multitude’s remem srance that only the 
law could avenge the death of Captain 
Dawsou. Captain Dawson has _ been 
called the on'y sane manin Charleston 
during the earth;uake. He rushed from 
his hous:e—which a shock had torn in 
twain—for his office, whose walls threat- 
ened every moment to fall apart, and 
thought of nothing else until the reguiar 
issue of his paper was in the press. The 
appearance of the News and Cuurier as 
usual in the morning so astonished and 
reassured the people that they gatherec 
their scattered wits together and profited 
by the example set them. To this day 
they declare that Captain Diwson’s cour- 
age that night saved Charleston. His 
moral courage survived the severest test. 
He was opposed to every form of lawless- 
ness, and when all the rest of South Car- 
olina upheld the dueling code, he de- 
nounced it. He was challenged; refused 
to accept; endured for years reproaches of 
cowardice; maintained his point, and fin- 
ally triumphed splendidly.

duties are to conduct the prosecution 
as well as to act as counsel for the aco 
cused when the latter has no legal ad- 
viser of his own, and to object to any 
questions that might lead to an answer 
on the part of the defendant tending to 
criminate himself. 

So-called general courts-martial are 
convened for the hearing and judg- 
ment of important cases and for the 
trial of commissioned officers, and may 
be appointed by any general officer 
commanding a separate army or de- 
partment. Such a court consists of 
thirteen members, unless the exigen- 
cies of the service prevent the assem- 
bling of that number of officers; but fo 
no case may a general court have less 
than five members. 

Gurrison and regimental courts-mar- 
tial, having thres members, are ap- 
pointed by the commanding officer of 
any post or regiment, and are con- 
vened for the trial of minor offenses on 
the part of any of the enlisted men 
forming the command. As the law 
now stands, even the slightest infringe- 
ment of the rules of discipline calls for 
action by a court-martial, and such 
petty breaches of good conduct, as ab- 
sence from roll-call or from quarters 
after ‘‘taps,” slovenly or untidy dress, 
quarrelsom3 or abusive language to 
comrades or non-commissioned officers, 
ete., the penalty for which is usually 
the imposition of a slight fine to be 
stopped from the soldier’s pay, are 
treated with all the form and cere 
mony of trials for grave offenses. The 
sworn testimony of the witnesses, ae- 
cording to the rules of evidence, must 
be reduced to writing. and a report 
made of the proceedings in each case, 
as the regulations prohibit the execu- 
tion of any sentences by a court-mar- 
tial until its action is confirmed by the 
officer ordering the court. When the 
fact is taken into consideration that, 
according to the report of Colonel 
Lieber, Acting Judge-Advocate-Gen- 
eral, there were 10,447 trials before 
garrison courts during the past year in 
un army the total peace footing of 
which is limited by law to a force of 
but 25,000 men, it would seem that a 
system less cumbersome and less irk- 
some to both officer and men might be 
devised by which petty violations of 
regulations could be punished sum- 
marily without injustice to the so}- 
dier.—Harper’s Weekly.

SOME ROYAL CHILDREN. 


An Anecdote About Prince Henry, Brother 
of the German Emperor. 

When he was a little boy, Prince 
Henry had a great dislike to the shower 
bath which he was expected to take 
svery morning, and was often very tire- 
some about it.

not to salute Prince Henry,the other was 
that the boy need not°have his shower 
bath.

Of course he preferred to leave it alone,

Steel for Railway Axles. 


It is thought that steel will soon be 
1s well established in practical use for 
railway axles as it is now for rails, one 
important fact tending to this conclus- 
ion being the discovery of a toughening 
process by which the failures hereto- 
‘ore experienced in the use of stcel 
axles are avoidable, the most severe 
tests under this improved system show- 
ing no irregularity or weakness in the 
axles. So satisfactory indeed has this 
method proved, that the supplementary 
test of fifty blows of 1,640 pounds drop, 
at twenty-five feet, has been succ:ss- 
fully passed by numerous consecutive 
test axles, and which, being tenfold in 
excess of the legal requirement, is an 
abundant guarantee of safety. In this 
process the axle is heated to the tem- 
perature at which its carbon changes 
to hardening carbon, and then, while it 
is being rapidly revolved, it is im- 
mersed ina water bath, at the same 
time having thrown upon it a series of 
submerged jets; after cooling the out- 
side, the axle is reffioved from the bath 
while there is sufficient heat remaining 
in the interior to raise the whole mass 
to a low red heat and to allow the car- 
bon to change back to the non-harden- 
ing state. The principal object in view, 
in cooling rapidly through a certain 
range of temperature, is to preventa 


weak crystal formation.—N. Y. Sun.

“EDITOR'S BACK STAIRS.” 


The Interesting Views of the Late Dr. Jd. 
G. Holland, 

The columns of the newspapers appear to 
be flooded with proprietary medicine adver- 
tisements. As we cast our eye over them, 
it brings to mind an article that was pub- 
lished by the late Dr. Holland in Scribner’s 
Monthly. He says: “Nevertheless, it is a 
fact that many of the best proprietary med- 
icines of the day were more successful than 
many physicians, and most of them, it 
should be remembered, were at first dis- 
covered or used in actual medical practice. 
When, however, any shrewd person, know- 
ing their virtue, and foreseeing their pop- 
ularity, secures and advertises them, then, 
in the opinion of the bigoted, all virtue 
went out of them.”’ 

Is not this absurd? 

This great man appreciated the real 
merits of popular rem -dies, and the absurd- 
ity of those that derided them because pub- 
lic attention was called to the article and 
the evidence of their cures. If the most 
noted physician should announce that he had
